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Dictatorial 


We wonder how long the public is going to stand 
for the shenanigans of the Calgary musicians union 
local ? Their growing number of refusals to let military 
bands and non-union civilian bands play at functions 
where an admission is charged will surely not be 
tolerated much longer. 

Their reasoning that the livelihood of union musi¬ 
cians is imperilled by such bands and that a union 
band should be engaged for such functions and would 
fill the bill just as well does not hold water. What 
union band (if there is one in Calgary) could take the 
place of a 40- or 50-piece junior boys band or of the 
Calgary Highlanders’ pipe band or the Queen’s Own 
Rifles’ bugle and drum band? A union band could 
provide music, but that’s all. Where would the “color” 
be or the tradition and pride that is an essential part 
of every military band? Everybody likes to watch a 
band and the iqusic they provide is only a small part 
of their attraction for young and old alike. 

The union has reason to feel it can be dictatorial. 
If the Calgary local went on strike with the support 
of their parent body, they would be wielding a very 
big stick. But it might be wise if the union heads in 
Calgary paid some attention to public opinion. 

What A Scramble 

Civil defense planners who still advocate mass 
evacuation of the big centres in case of air attack get 
scant encouragement from Field Marshall Montgom¬ 
ery. 

Speaking in Ottawa the deputy commander of 
NATO’s military forces said he was doubtful whether 
it would be a good thing to try to move enormous 
numbers of people out of major cities. 

Montgomery probably had practical experience in 
mind when he voiced that opinion, says The Financial 
Post. 

He, like almost anyone else in the western world, 
must have got caught at some time or other in traffic 
around any fair-sized city on a summer holiday week¬ 
end. Then, with only part of the population involved 
and with most drivers having a fair idea of their 
route, invariably there are tie-ups. One can well 1 
imagine what could happen if every man, woman and 
child took to the roads to an unknown destination on 
an hour’s notice. 

Perhaps we need to do some thinking and plan¬ 
ning on civil defense.
